S.R.O. 308. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules to regulate the allotment of resi- 
dences to the civUiana in Defence Services, la respect of 
residences specifically constructed for them, namely ; — 

1. Short title, application and commencement. — (1) These 
rules may he called the Allotment of Residences (Defence 
Pool Accommodation for Civilians in Defence Services) 
Rules, 1978. 

\(2) They shall apply to alt civilians paid from Delence 
Services Estimates, other than Military Engineering Service 
key personnel and those entitled to rent free accommodation, 
serving with the Armv/Navy/Air Force establishments in the 
matter of allotment of residences specifically constructed for 
civilian employees in Defence Services. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires ; — 

(a) "Allotment” means the grant of a licence to occupy 
a residence in accordance with the provisions of 
these rules ; 

(b) “Allotment year" means the year beginning on the 
1st January or such other period as may be notified 
by the Allotting Authority; 

(c) “Allotting Authority” means the Station Commander 
or the Admin Comdt. or the Station Staff Officer of 
the particular Service— Army, Navy or Air Force as 
the ease may be. 

(d) “Eligible Office” means any unit or establishment of 
the respective service Army, Navy ot Air Force in 
a station in which these rules apply; 

(c) "Emcluments” means the emoluments as defined 
in Fundamental Rule 45-C including the city com- 
pensatory allowance and dearness pay in terms of 
the Ministry of Defence O.M. No. 4(l)/h9/D9Civ-I), 
dated the 13th February 1969; 

Explanation.— In the case of an offleer who is under siw- 
pension, the emolu nents drawn by him on the first day of 
the allotment year in which he is placed under suspension, or. 
if he is placed under suspension on the first day of the allot- 
ment year, the emoluments drawn by him immediately before 
that date shall be taken as emoluments; 

(f) "Family” means the wife or husband, as the case 
may be, and children, step-children, legally adopted 
children, parents, brothers or sisters as ordinarily 
reside with and dependent on the officers; 

(g) “Government” means the Central Government ; 


(h) "Licence Fee" means the sum of money payable 
monthly in respect of a residence allotted under these 
rules; 

Note : — Officers drawing emoluments less than Rs, 300 
per month in the revised scales under Civilian in 
Defence Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973. shall 
pay at the rate of 7-1/2 per cent thereof and those 
drawing emoluments of Rs, 300 and above per month 
shall pay at the rate of 10 per cent thereof or the 
assessed rent' under Para 9 of the CJuartcring Regu- 
lations, whichever is less, provided the amount after 
deduction of licence fee in the latter case shall not 
be less than Rs. 276.60 p.m. In case of retention of 
a residence beyond permissible period, licence fee 
shall be assessed at market ratle; 

(i) “Priority date” of an officer in relation to a type of 

residence to which he is eligible — means the earliest 
date from which ho has been continuously drawing 
emoluments relevant to a particular type or a higher 
type in a post under (he Central Government or 
Union Territory including the period of foreign 
service except for periods of leave ; 

Provided that in respect of a type B, type C or type D 
reaidenco, the date from which offleer has been conti- 
nuously in service under the Central Govcmmenl 
including the periods of foreign sei-vice shall be his 
priority dale for that type ; 

Provided funher that where the priority date of two or 
more officers is the same, seniority among them 
shall be determined by the amount of emoluments 
the officer in receipt of higher emoluments taking 
precedence over the officer In receipt of lower emo- 
luments and where the emoluments are equal, by the 
length of service but where the date of joining 
service is the same, by their age or dates of birth ; 

(j) "Residence” means any residence for the lime being 

under the administrative control of the allotting 
authority to whiph these rules apply ; 

(Tc) “Station” means the area under the jurisdiction of a 
Station Commander of the respective Service, Army, 
Navy or Air Force as the case may be ; 

(l) “Subletting” includes sharing of accommodation by 

an allottee with another person with or without pay- 
ment of rent by such other person ; 

Provided that sharing of accommodation by relatives or 
friends upto a period of 30 days shall not be 
deemed as subletting ; 

Explanation. — Any sharing of accommodation by an 
allottee with close relations or Central Government 
employees shall not be deemed to be mbletting in 
case prior intimation to this effect is given by the 
offleer lo the allotting authority ; 

(m) “Temporary Transfer” means a transfer which in- 
volves an absence for a period not exceeding three 
months ; 

tn) “'Transfer” means a transfer from one station to 
another slation or from an eligible office to an in- 
eligible office in the same station and Includes a 
transfer or reversion to service under a State Gov- 
ernment or Union Territory Administration and also 
deputation to a post in an ineligible office or orga- 
nisation ; 

(o) "Type” in relation to an officer means the type of 
residence to which he is eligible. 

3. Allotment to husband and wife, eligibility in cases of 
officers who are. married to each other.— (1) No officer shall 
he allotted a residence under these rules if the wife or the 
husband, as ,thc case may be, of the offleer has already been 
allotted a residence, unless such residence is surrendered ; 

Provided that this sub-role shall not apply where the hus- 
band and wife- 

fa) are posted in different stations ; 

(b) are residing separately in pursuance of an order of 
judicial separation made by any court. 
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(2) Where pwo officers in occupation of separate residences 
allotted under these rules in the same military station marry 
each other, they shall, within one month of the marriaee, 
surrender one of the residence. 

(3) If a residence is not surrendered as required by sub- 
rulc (2), the allotment of the residence of the lower type 
shall be deemed to have been cancelled on the expiry of the 
period specified in sub-rule (2) and if the residence! are of 
the same type, the allotment of sixth one of them, as the 
allotting authority may decide, shall be deemed to have been 
cancelled on the expiry of such period. 

(4) Where both the husband and the wife are employed in 
eligible offices, under the Central Government, the title of 
them to allotment of a residence under these rules shall be 
considered independently. 

4. Classification of residences. — Save as otherwise provided 
by these rules, an officer shall be eligible for allotment of 
residence of the type shown in the table below ;

5. Application for allotment. — (1) All ofilcers posted at 
a station where accommodation has been built specifically for 
civilians in Defence Services, who are eligible for the allot- 
ment of such accommodation, shall apply for allotment ; 

l-’rovided that the Allotting yXutharity may by a general 
order exempt such officers or categories thereof as are unlikely 
to be allotted accommodation during an allotment vear from 
applying for such accommodation. 

(2) An officer joining duty at the station cm first appoint- 
ment or On transfer may submit his application to be Allotting 
Authority within a month of his joining duty. 

1 . 'cceived under sub-rule (2) on or before 
the day of a calendar month .shall alone be considered 
ten' allotment m the succeeding month. 

( 4 ) An officer entitled to residence of iCype E shall also be 
eligible tor allotment of residence of type D : 

Provided that such allotment shall not be made where jn- 
twests of officers entitled to type B of residences are adversely 
aftccted or where residence of type E does not fall vacant as 
a result of such allotment. 

(5) Officers who desire to be considered for allotment 
under sub-rule (4) shall submit fheu' applications for allot- 
ment m duplicate, failing which they .shall be considered for 
allotment of residence of the type to which they are entitled. 

Note.-— Applicant need noj submit separate application for 
allotment of next below type accommodation and 
that he may make his intention In the application for 
allotment of regular accommodation whether allot-

receipt of the letter of allotment he shall not be eligible for 
another allotment for a period of one year from the date 
of the allotment letter. 

(2) If an officer occupying a lower type residence^ allott- 
ed or offered a residence of the type for which he is eligible 
under rule 4 or lor which he has applied under clause (iii) 
of .sub-rule (i) of rule 6. he may, on refusal of the said 
allotment or offer of allotment, be permitted to continue in 
the previously allotted residence on the following conditions,

(4) Where an officer is on medical leave without pay and 
allowances, he may retain his residence by virtue of the 
concession under item (xii) of the Table below sub-rule (2), 
provided he remits the licence fee for .such residence in cash 
every month and where he fails to remit such licence fee for 
more than two months, the allotment shall stand cancelled. 

(5) An officer who has retained the residence by virtue of 
the concession under item (i) or item (ii) of the table below 
sub-tulo (2) shall, on re-empfoyment in an eligible office 
within the period spectlied in the said Table, be entitled to 
retain that residence and he shall also lie eligible for any 
further allotment of residence under these rules ; 

Provided that if the emoluments of the officer on such 
rc-employment do not entitle him to the type of 
residence occupied by him shall be allotted a lower 
type of residence. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (2) or 
.sub-rule (3) or sub-rule (5), when an officer is dismissed or 
removed from service or when hi.s services have terminated 
and the Head of the E.stablishment/Unit in which such officer 
was employed immediately before such dismis.sal, removal 
or termination is satisfied that it is necessary or expedient in 
the public interest to do so he may require the Allotting 
Authority to cancel the allotment of the residence made to 
such oflicer either forthwith or with effect from such date 
prior to the expiiy of the period of one month referred to 
m item (i) of the Table below sub-nile (2) as he may specify 
and the Allotting Aulhority shall act accordingly. 

9. Provisions relating to licence fee. — (1) whore an allot- 
ment of accommodation or alternative accommodation has 
been accepted, the liability for licence fee shall commence 
from the date of occupation or the eighth day from the date 
of receipt of the allotment, whichever is earlier. 

(2) An officer who, after acceptance, fails to take pos-scs- 
sion of that accommodation witbm eight days from the date 
of receipt of the alfotraent letter shall be charged licence fee 
from .such date upto a period of one month or npto the date 
of re-allotment of that particular accommodation, whichever 
is earlier, 

(3) Whei e an officer, who is in occupation of a residence, 
is allotted another residence and he occupies the new resi- 
dence, the allotment of the former residence shall bo deemed 
to be cancelled from the date of occupation of the new resi- 
dence. He may, however, retain the former residence with- 
out payment of licence fee for that day and the subsequent 
day for shifting, 

10. Personal liability of the officer for payment of licence 
fee tin the residence is vacated and furnishing of surety by 
temporary officers. — <1) The officer to whom a re.sidencc has 
been allotted shall be personally liable for the licence for 
thereof and for any damage beyond fair wear and tear caus- 
ed thereto or to the furniture, fixtures or fittings or sersdees 
provided therein by Government during the penod for which 
the residence has been and remaina allotted to him, or where 
the allotment has been cancelled under any of the provisons 
in these rules, until the residence along with the out-houses 
appurtenant thereto, if any, have been vacated and full vacant 
posBcsson thereof has been restored to Government. 

(2) Where the officer to whom a residence has been allot- 
ted is neither a permanent nor a quasi-permanent Government 
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scrviuit, he shall execute a security bond in the form prcscrii>- 
ed in this behalf by the Government with a surety who shall 
be a permanent Government servant serving under the Gov- 
ernment for due payment of licence fee and other charges 
due from him in respect of such residence and services and 
any other residence provided in lieu. 

(3) If the surety ceases to be in Government service or 
becomes insolvent or withdraws his guarantee or ceases to be 
available for any other reason, the officer shall furnish a 
freah bond executed by another surety within thirty days 
from the date of his acquiring knowledge of such event or 
fact ; and if he fails to do so, the allotment of the residence 
to him shall, unless otherwise decided by the Allotting Autho- 
rity be deemed to have been cancelled with cflect from the 
date of that event. 

11- SiuTendcr of an allotment and period of notice.— 

( I ) An officer may at any time surrender an allotment by 
giving intimation so as to reach the Allotting Authority at 
least ten days before the date of vacation of the residence. 
The allotment of the residence shall be deemed to be can- 
celled with effect from the eleventh day after the day on 
which the letter is received by the Alfotting Authority or the 
date specified in the letter, whichever is later. If he fails to 
give due notice he shall be responsible for payment of Ticence 
fee for ten days or the number of days by which the notice 
given by him falls short of ten days, provided that the Allott- 
ing Authority may accept a notice for a short period. 

(2) A.n officer who surrenders the residence under sub- 
rule (i) shall not be considered again for allotment of Gov- 
ernment accommodation at the same station for a period of 
one year from the date of such surrender, 

12. Change of residence, — (1) An officer to whom a resi- 
dence has been allotted under these rules may apply for a 
change to another residence of the same type or a residence 
of the type to which he is eligible under rule 4, v'hichever 
is lower, not eirrlicr than a period of 6 months from the ini- 
tial date of occupation of accommodation. Not more than 
one change shall be allowed in respect of one type of resi- 
dence allotted to the officer. 

(2) All applications for change made in the form prescrib- 
ed by the Allotting Authority and received upto the 19th 
day of a calendar month shall be included in the waiting list 
in the succccdig month. For purposes of this rule the officers 
whose names are included in the waiting list in an earlier 
month shall be senior en-bloc to those whose names are includ- 
ed in the list in subsequent months. The inter se seniority 
of the officers included in the list in any particular month 
shall be determined in the order of their priority dates. 

(3) Changes shall be offered in order of seniority deter- 
mined in accordance with sub-rule (2) and having regard to 
the officers’ preferences as far as possible. 

( 4 ) Tf an officer fails to accept a change of residence offei- 
cd to him within five days of the issue of such offer or allot- 
ment, he shall not be considered again for a change of resi- 
dence of that typo. 

(5) An officer who, after accepting a change of residence 
fails to take possession of the same shall be charged licence 
fee for such residence at mai kct rate as chargeable from un- 
authorised occupants in addition to the normal licence fee 
that is assessed rent for the residence already in his posses- 
sion, the allotment of which shall continue to subsist, or 10 
per cent of pay in the case of officers drawing Rs. 300 per 
month and above or 1\ per cent of pay in the case of officers 
drawing leas than Rs. 300 per month, as the case may be, 
whichever is Icss. 

13- Chan^ of residence in the event of death of a member 
of the family, — ^Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 
12, an officer may be allowed a change of residence on the 
death of any member of his family if he applies for a change 
within three months of guch occurrence, provided (bat the 
change wiir be given in the same type of residence and on the 
same floor as the residence already allotted to the officer. 

14, Mutual exchange of residences. — Officers to whom 
residence of the same type have been allotted under these 
rules may apply for permission to mutually exchange their 


residences. Permission for mutual exchanges may be grant- 
ed if both the officers arc reasonably expected to be on duty 
at the same station and to reside in their mutually exchanged 
residences for at least six months from the date of approval 
of Such exchanges. 

15. Maintenance of residence. — ^Thc officer to whom a 
residence has been allotted shall maintain the residence and 
premises in a clean condition to the satisfaction of the Mili- 
tary Bnginering Seiviee and the Cantonment Board or any 
other civic body, as the case may be. Such officer shall not 
grow any tree, shrubs or plants contrary to the instructions 
issued by the said authorities, nor cut or fop off any existing 
tree or shrub in any garden, courtyard or compound attached 
to the residence save with the prior permission in writing 
of the authorities aforesaid. Trees, plantation or vegetation, 
grown in contravention of this rule may be caused to be re- 
moved by the Allotting Authority at the risk and cost of 
the officer concerned, For keeping cattle, dogs and poultry 
in the premises of the Government accommodation, the officer 
should take prior sanction of the Allotting Authority and of 
the local civic body, 

16. Subletting and sharing of residences. — (t) No officer 
shall share the residence ali’otted to him or any of the out- 
houses, garages and stables appurtenant thereto except with 
the employees of the Government eligible for allotment of 
residences. The servants' quarters, out-houses, garages and 
.stables may be used only for the bona-fide purposes including 
residence of the servants of the allottee or for such other 
purposes as may be permitted by the allotting Authority. 

(2) No officer shall sublet the whole of his residence : 

Provided that an officer proceeding on leave may acco- 
mmodate in the residence any other officer efigible 
to share accommodation under sub-rule ( 1 ) above 
,as a caretaker for the period of leave but not ex- 
'ceeding six months. 

(3) Any officer who shares or sublets his residence shall 
do so at his own risk and responsibility and shall remain 
personally responsible for any licence fee payable iit respect 
of the residence and for the damage caused to the residence 
or its precincts or grounds or services provided therein by 
Government beyond fair wear and tear. 

17. Consequences of broach of rules and conditions. — (1) 
If an officer to whom a residence has been allotted unautho- 
risedly sublets the residence or charges rent from the sharer 
at a rate which the Allotting Authority considers excessive 
or erects any uuauthoiised structure in any part of the 
residence or uses the residence or any portion thereof for 
any purpose other than that for which it is meant or tempers 
with the electric or water connection or commits any other 
breach of these rules or of the terms and conditions of the 
allotment or uses the residence or premises to be used for 
any purpose which the Allotting Authority conrideirs to be 
improper or conducts himself in a manner which in tus 
opinion is prejudicial to the maintenance of harmonious 
relations with the neighbours or has knowingly furnished 
incorrect information in any application or written statement 
with a view to securing the allotment, the AUoiting Au- 
thority may, without prejudice to any other disciplinary 
action that may be taken against him, cancel the allot- 
ment of the residence. 

Explanation.- — -In this sub-rule the expression “officer” 
includes, unless the context otherwise requires, a member 
of bis family and any person claiming throueh the officer, 

(2) If any officer sublets a residence allotted to him 
or any portion thereof Or any of the out-houses, garages or 
stables appurtenant thereto, In contravention of these 
rules, he may, without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken against him, be charged enhanced licence 
fee not exceeding four times the standartl licence fee. 
The quantum of licence fee to be recovered and the period 
for which the same may be recovered In each case shall 
be decided by the Allotting Authority on merits. Tn addi- 
tion, the officer _ may be_ debarred from sharing the 
residence for a specified neriod in future as may be decided 
bv the Allotting Authority, 
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(3) Where action to cancel the allotment is taken on 
account of unauthorised subletting of the premises by the 
allottee, a period of siity days shall bo allowed to the 
allottees and any other person residing with him therein 
to vacate the premises. The allotment shall be cancelled 
with eliect from the date of vacation of the permLses or 
expiry of the pcjiod of sixty days from the date of the 
orders for the cancellation of the allotment, whichever is 
cariler. 

(4) Where the allotment of a residence is cancelled tor 
conduct prejudicial to the maintenance of harmonlom re- 
lations with neighbours, the officer at the discretion of 
the Allotting Authority may be allotted another residence in 
the same class at any other place, 

( 5 ) The Alloling Authority shall be competent to take 
all or any of the actions under sub-rule (1) to (4) of this 
rule and also to declare _ the officer, who conamits a 
breach of the rules and instructions issued to him, to 
be inclicible for allotment of residential accommodation for 
a period not exceeding three years. 

18. Overstayal in residence after cancellation of 
Allotment. —Where, after an allotment has been cancelled or 
is deemed to be cancelled under any provision contained 
in these rules, the residence remains or has remained in 
occupation of the officer to whom it was allotted or of 
any person claiming through him, such officer shall be 
liable to itay damages for use and occupation of the re- 
sidence, services, furniture and garden charges, ctiual 
to the market licence fee as may be determined by Govern- 
ment from time to time. In addition, the allottee .shall be 
liable to eviction under the Public Premises (Eviction of 
Unauthorised Occupant) Act, 1971 (40 of 1971), 

19. Continuance of Allotments made prior to the issue of 
these rules. — Any valid allotment of the residence which is 
subsisting immediately before the commencement 
of thc.se rules under the rules then in force shall be 
deemed to be an allotment duly made under these rules 
notwithstanding that the officer to whom it has been made 
is not entitled to a residence of that type under rule 
4 and all the preceding provisions of these niles shall apply 
ill relation to that allotment and that officer accordin^y. 

20. Allotment to certain relations in certain cases. — (1) 
When a Government servant who has been allotted Govern- 
ment accommodation relirca from service or dies while in 
service, his son, daughter, wife, husband or father be 
allotted Goviernment accommodation on an nd-hoc basis 
provided that the said relation is Government sci-vant eli- 
igble for Government accommodation and had been sharing 
accommodation with the retiring or deceased officer for at 
least six months before the date of retirement or death. 

(2) These same residence may be regularised in the name 
of the relation if he or she is eligible for a residence of 
that type or a higher type. In other cases the said relation 
may be allotted a residence of his or her entitled type 
if available at the time or failing that a type next below, if 
acceptable to the allottee, 

(3) Where, the accommodation has not been specifically 
built for Defence civilians, the allotment of accommodation 
to the son or daughter or wife or husband or father of the 
deceased Government servant shall he subject to the con- 
dition that it is surplus to the requirement of entitled Service 
personnel. 

21. Interpretation of rules.— If any question arises as to the 
loterprotatiou of these rules it shall be decided by the 
Government 

22. Relaxation of rules.— The Government may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, relax all or any of the provisions 
of these rules in the case of any officer or residence or class 
of officers or type of residences. 

23. Delegation of powers or functions. — The Government 
may delegate any or all the powers conferred upon it by 
these rules to any officer under its control, subject to such 
conditions ns it may deem fit to impose,
